S. Agents Seize 6

NEW YORK. May IG — Secret 
service agents Tuesday announced 
the arrest of six men and the seiz­ 
ure of p la tes and 210,OOO unperfor­ 
ated stamps in what was described 
as the first roundup of alleged war 
saving 
stamps 
counterfeiters 
in 
nation. 
The stamps were of the 25-cent. 
denomination and would have had 
a true value of $52,500, the agents 
said. 
James J. Maloney, supervising 
agent, of the New York division of 
the secret service, said a special 
detail 
of agents in 
cooperation 
with postal inspectors had trailed 
the gang since February. The men 
were arrested in various parts of 
the city. 
“We let them go as long as we 
could, in order to get them all,’* 
Maloney said. “We believe that 
when we made the arrests, the 
ring was ready to launch its sale 
of the counterfeit stamps, which 
I have no doubt was to have been 
conducted on a nationwide scale " 
The men were arrested early yes­ 
terday and charged with conspiracy 
to counterfeit war savings stamps 
Some also were charged with ille­ 
gal possession of the stamps and 
plates.

be getting ready to strike a mighty 
blow somewhere. 
In view of circumstances Premier 
Churchill has Justification for his 
statement that "air-borne invasion 
becomes more and more a possi­ 
bility.’’ 
Such a Nazi invasion of the Brit­ 
ish Isles might be attempted if the 
Muscovites are able to hold the 
Nazis. Still, It likely would repreg. 
em an act of desperation and would 
be employed by Hitler only as a 
last resort. 
What seems more likely is that 
the Nazi leader will stage a huge 
air offensive in the Mediterranean 
theater in conjunction with his ef­ 
fort to smash the Russian line and 
break into the Caucasus. 
If he 
can’t drive through the Reds he 
may try to reach the Middle East 
In a combined air and sea opera­ 
tion. by passing Turkey aud strik­ 
ing through Syria. 
Whatever form Hitler’* strategy 
may take, it will involve a struggle 
for supremacy of the Mediterran­ 
ean. upon which much of Britain'* 
might now depends. That will mean 
an effort on his part to knock out 
British naval strength from the air. 
When all of Hitler'* warplanes 
finally lake to the skies we shall 
see some mighty and far-reaching 


batties 
for then 
the Royal 
Air 
Force and the growing American 
air fleet in Europe and the Mid­ 
dle East will come into action 
against the Nazis. This summer 
should produce the greatest air ac­ 
tivity of history.
